Decision Up to Board 
W hen th e m agnitude of th e Job 
ot publicizing G ettysburg u n d er the 
com m ittee’s report was realized by 
th e C ham ber m em bers, they voted 
to give th e board of directo rs the 
jx>wer to study the proposal an d re­ 
p o rt in several days w hether or not 
th e C ham ber will be able to hire a 
secretary. 
M em bers 
pointed 
out, 
however, 
th a t the W orlds fair to u rist pro­ 
g ram would not be th e only work to 
occupy th e tim e of a .secretary, but 
th e C ham ber’s em ploye could devote 
his tim e to building up th e o rg an i­ 
zation and prom oting its m any ob­ 
jectives.

spends 
considerably 
more 
than 
these figures. At other times of the 
year and certain tyoes of visitors 
th a t come to Gettysburg spend less 
th an these average figures. G ettys­ 
burg has a universal appeal and 
while the battlefield attracts nearly 
1.000.000 visitors annually it is true 
th a t much of this group is not 
productive or only slightly produc­ 
tive. However, all of this group are 
potential advertisers and in th a t 
sense their patronage is valuable 
without too much stress or attention 
being paid to average individual 
expenditures. 
Biggest Industry 
It is sufficient to say th a t the 
tourist business, without considering 
any special events such as the re­ 
union, is our biggest industry and 
our chief of source of income. 
Ii 
creates a 
trem endous outlay for 
county farm products which in turn 
reacts favorably toward the p u r­ 
chasing power of county people in 
our stores. 
The 
revenue 
gained 
indirectly by utilities, stores, and all 
lines of business Is even more im ­ 
portant and of greater value th an 
the direct expenditures m ade by 
tourists. 
Specifically 
referring 
to 
the 
W orld’s fair, it is expected th a t it 
will a ttract an attendance of some 
60.000.000 people. These figures may 
be high and, therefore, subject to 
question. Be th a t as it may, one 
thing th a t can be depended upon is 
th a t in 1939, and probably 1940, the 
W orld's fair in New York city will 
be the travel objective of the coun- I 
try, at least th at p art of it east of 
the Rockies. 
Gettysburg is favor­ 
ably situated and can expect to 
derive certain benefits from the 
W orld’s 
fair traffic. 
However, 
it 
should not be overlooked th a t there 
are parallel highways th at are com­ 
petitive factors. It likewise m ust be 
taken into consideration th a t all 
communities throughout the coun­ 
try are going to m ake a definite bid 
for as much of the W orld’s fair 
business as they can possibly get. 
Located w ithin an easy day’s drive 
to New York, Gettysburg has the 
opportunity to have two of the best 
travel years, at least since the boom 
days. The W orld’s fair can produce 
more excess business in 1939 than 
the reunion produced in 1938. 
How to A ttract Tourists 
The suggested m eans of attracting 
this business follows: 
1. Gettysburg should make a sub­ 
stantial contribution to the Penn­ 
sylvania Lincoln Highway associa­ 
tion. 
T his subscription should be 
a t least $1,000 to enable the Penn­ 
sylvania Lincoln Highway associa­ 
tion to stim ulate collections in other 
towns and to raise a fund th a t will 
provide 
for special 
World's 
fair 
literature, 
featuring 
the 
Lincoln 
highway route, and the erection of 
Lincoln highway sign boards th at 
will tend to keep traffic on the 
Lincoln highway. 
Gettysburg is the Lincoln high­ 
way’s 
greatest 
attraction. 
The 
money spent by other communities 
in a joint effort of this kind will 
react more to their benefit than our 
subscription will because Gettysburg 
will be largely the objective point. 
Our subscription m ust be such th a t 
will inspire communities like C ham ­ 
bersburg, Bedford. Ligonier, etc. to 
put up reasonable sums. 
Since no 
m ention of the Lincoln highway can 
be made 
without 
references to 
Gettysburg, this united effort of the 
towns along the highway m eans 
th a t Gettysburg receives the power 
of the combined contributions. 
2. Special W orld’s fair, .literature 
should be published and distributed. 
This literature should be something 
different th an our standard folder 
and should tie in with the W orld’s 
fair. 
In other words, it m ust em ­ 
phasize G ettysburg’s relationship to 
New York, as the chief 1939 travel 
attraction, and feature particularly 
the routes from the west and from 
the south, dem onstrating th a t G et­ 
tysburg should be included on the 
W orld’s fair tour. 
Sign Boards Needed 
3. Sign boards should be erected 
at strategic points on parallel routes. 
For instance some effort should be 
put forth to keep Lincoln highway 
traffic from turning off on No. ll at 
Chambersburg. 
Efforts should be 
put forth to pull William Penn 
highway, coming from New York, 
down to Gettysburg from H arris­ 
burg. 
Another strategic location is 
west of Hagerstown! on route No. 40 
and south of Hagerstown on route 
No. 
ll. 
Another 
focal 
point 
is 
south of W ashington on highway 
No. I. 
No estim ates are made to the cost 
of road signs and of special litera­ 
ture because the type of signs and 
type of literature covers a wide 
range. W hat ever it done should be 
done because the sales possibilities 
indicate th a t an aggressive effort is 
the only kind th a t would be worth­ 
while. 
The Cham ber of Commerce in 
the opinion of the committee should 
make a special effort to help the 
battlefield guides with their selling 
problem. 
The committee does not 
feel th a t it should absorb the guides’ 
responsibility in the m atter but the 
Cham ber of Commerce should take 
recognition, as should the guides, 
th at th e guide service is apparently 
becoming more difficult to sell each 
year. 
T he perfectly apparent rea­ 
son is th a t the traveler coming to 
Gettysburg has 
been given very 
little education as to the scope of 


the battlefield, what he should ex­ 
pect, and the impossibility of seeing 
it and understanding it without the 
services of a guide. 
There are two 
reasons why the Cham ber of Com­ 
merce can well interest itself in this 
particular problem: 
1. The corps of guides has a 
potential earning pother of $150,000 
or better annually. 
By the sam e 
token, their income comprises new 
dollars, 
this 
sum 
is 
potentially 
$1,000,000 in turning itself over seven 
tim es before leaving the community. 
It is estim ated that the guide in ­ 
come today is approximately $75,000 
or $80,000 and at the most does not 
equal $100,000. 
Guide Trip Aids Visitor 
2. Even more im portant than in ­ 
creasing the earning capacity of the 
guide corps is the fact th a t the 
visitor who does not use guide serv­ 
ice cannot possibly be impressed 
w ith the battlefield and all it stands 
for as a great American shrine. 
Hence, 
without 
guide 
service 
it 
m akes a minimum impression and 
he in turn minimizes its im portance 
to his friends and associates. 
At a 
m atter of portraying our best asset 
in its best light, the Cham ber of 
Commerce can well put fbrth some 
efforts to encourage guide services. 
T he committee makes no recom ­ 
m endation except to say th a t the 
subject is an im portant one and 
should be discussed w ith the guide’s 
organization at the earliest possible 
moment. 
T he committee is studying the 
figures of the National Park super­ 
intendent and the superintendent 
of the National cemetery and takes 
recognition also of the fact th a t a 
trem endous flow of traffic comes 
into Gettysburg. 
As a community 
we are to be endited for failure to 
stop this traffic and to a greater or 
lesser degree w’e are all guilty. 
It 
is a w’ell known fact th a t the in ­ 
terests of the community a t large 
are sacrificed by under-planning the 
virtues of the community and its 
business 
enterprises. 
There 
are 
little jealousies that exist and con­ 
stantly make themselves apparent. 
A guide will urge a short trip over 
the battlefield late in the day rath er 
th an sell a complete trip the fol­ 
lowing morning. 
A visitor will be 
given reasons not to go here or not 
to go there. 
At best, the reasons 
are purely personal opinions largely 
predicated on the under valuation 
of local people. 
On the other hand, co-ordination of 
effort in boosting the museums, the 
cyclorama, 
guide 
services, 
visits 
to 
the federal 
building, 
historic 
churches, re visitations to specific 
spots of interest on the battlefield 
after the tour is made with a guide 
and countless other recom m enda­ 
tions made enthusiastically and with 
a greater degree and faith in belief 
th an now prevails. It would be one 
of the mast effective ways to in ­ 
crease our tourist revenue and in ­ 
cidentally it would cost nothing. 
Suggests Fund of $5,000 
T he committee recommends an 
advertising appropriation for 1939 
of $5,000. If all interests contributed 
in their true proportions the in­ 
dividual expense w’ould be negligible. 
Such distribution is predicated on 
each line of business analysing the 
direct and indirect benefit it re­ 
ceives and the direct and indirect 
benefits it can 
receive from the 
tourist industry. Failure to analyze 
w hat this industry means, directly 
and indirectly, is possibly the chief 
source of our difficulty to get to­ 
gether on a promotional program. 


Need Re-I)edication 
To Constitution

to be confronted by witnesses and 
prohibition against withdrawing any 
rights without due process of law. 
It is probable that nowhere in the 
world today has any citizen the 
guarantee of freedom which exists 
in this country and under w’hich 
this country has prospered to the 
eternal glory of its founders and its 
people. 
President W ashington in his fare­ 
well address wisely said: ‘‘Citizens 
by birth or choice, of a common 
country, th at country has a right to 
concentrate their affections. 
The 
name of America which belongs to 
you. in your national capacity, must 
always exalt the just pride of pa­ 
triotism more than any appelation 
derived from local discriminations. 
. . . The independence and liberty 
you possess are the work of joint 
councils and joint efforts—of com­ 
mon dangers—sufferings and suc­ 
cesses.” 
He further says th at ‘‘if 
benefits have resulted to our coun­ 
try from these services, let it always 
be remembered to your praise, and 
as an instructive example in our 
annals, that under circum stances in 
which the passions agitated in every 
direction were liable often to m is­ 
lead. amidst appearances sometimes 
dubious—visclssitudes 
of 
fortune 
often discouraging, in situations in 
which not unfrequently want of suc­ 
cess has countenanced the spirit of 
criticism, 
the constancy 
of 
your 
support was the essential prop of 
the efforts, and a guarantee of the 
plans by which they were affected." 
Again he says "Of all the disposi­ 
tions and habits which lead to po­ 
litical prosperity, religion and m oral­ 
ity are indespensable supports. 
In 
vain w’ould that m an claim the trib­ 
ute of patriotism, who should labor 
to subvert these great pillars of h u ­ 
man happiness, these firmest props 
of the duties of men and citizens.” 
As time went on, and as the coun­ 
try grew in size, influence and diver­ 
sified activity, there arose the second 
need for a definition of American­ 
ism, and at that time of need, in­ 
flamed passions led the country into 
civil strife; again there appeared 
a great leader—Abraham 
Lincoln 
who, in his very person, typified the 
Americanism so ably and definitely 
defined in the quotations which I 
have already given. 
It was to Lincoln’s hum anitarian­ 
ism. understanding of the sympathy 
for the distraught people of his 
country that the north, even through 
the fog of its passions, finally real­ 
ized that the constitutional guaran­ 
tees of ‘‘life, liberty, and the pur­ 
suit of happiness’’ applied equally to 
thasc Americans on either side of 
the Mason and Dixon line, and it 
was his calmness, forebearanee and 
sense of justice that was due the 
eventual welding of the north and 
{he south, the east and the west into 
a great nation. I would remind you 
th at 
in 
the 
immortal 
document 
known as "The Gettysburg Address,” 
the phrase “in order that a govern­ 
m ent of the people, for the people, 
and by the people shall not perish 
from the earth,” clearly defines the 
statem ent in the D eclaratioa cl In ­ 
dependence that “governments are 
instituted among men deriving their 
just powers from the consent of the 
governed.’

I 
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Today again it is necessary to de­ 
fine Americanism in the light of our 
present problems, but as far back as 
1790 W ashington in a message to 
congress said: 
"Knowledge is in 
every country the surest basis of 
public happiness.” 
T hat statem ent 
Is a fundam ental principle in which 
all will agree with the founders of 
the republic that with education, 
standards of ethics and rules of pri­ 
vate and public conduct, family, 
local and. in the final analysis, n a ­ 
tional fair dealing and uprightness 
of character will be enhanced. 
Today there Is no where in the 
world the high standard of educa­ 
tion, the resultant potential high 
average of intelligence which we 
have in this country, and yet it 
seems to me th a t our schools and 
colleges fail to train the youth for 
their difficult role of responsible citi­ 
zenship in their insistence of tra in ­ 
ing for the more m aterial things, 
which must always be insecure w ith­ 
out a basic knowledge of what the 
country means to the citizen and the 
citizen to the country. 
W ith this 
fundam ental knowledge we have an 
educated, intelligent electorate, with 
healthy trained minds and bodies, 
resulting in a more effective and 
beneficent state. Without it we have 
an 
untrained 
ignorant electorate, 
with untrained minds and bodies, 
always presenting the danger of de­ 
struction or anarchy from within. 
You ask how is Americanism to be 
preserved? 
I answer through good 
citizenship. 
You say—what, is good 
citizenship? 
I answer, THAT man 
is a good citizen who views the wel- 
ware of his country as his respon­ 
sibility without selfishness, partisan­ 
ship. greed or prejudice, but from 
the point of view of the general wel­ 
fare projected as far into the future 


as he may peer. when aided by the 
horoscope of historical facts; he will 
] serve his country by exercising his 
: franchise, by obeying its laws, by 
1 hts example to others, by helping 
1 not only those less fortunate but 
also those more fortunate than he. 


j He will be watchful of not only his 


j personal integrity but the integrity 
of his country; he will realize that 
there are tremendous forces of envy 


J and greed outside his country with 
j agents within, who are endeavoring 
in all ways to tear down that for 
which his country and his Constitu- 
I hon stands. W ith the healthful mind 
; and body hr will be ready to defend 
j against all those enemies, both for- 
| eign anc! domestic, that “perfect 
union” that 
“established justice,” 
I that "secured tranquillity" and that 
I “general 
welfare" for 
w hich 
the 
founders of the republic were ready 
I to and did risk their lives. 
Americanism then at t.hLs time re­ 
quires that we individually and col- 
I lectively solemnly, with a full knowl- 
l edge of its implications, rededicate 
ourselves to the business of protect­ 
ing our constitutional guarantees 


I and accepting our individual respon­ 


sibility with all the obligations there­ 
in implied, lest our children and our 
children’s children shall say of us 
th at we have been prolific wasters 
who have not had sufficient integ­ 
rity to secure for them the mess of 
pottage in payment for their de­ 
stroyed abandoned birthright.

HITLER WANTS 
COLONIES, BUT 
FAVORS PEACE 


Berlin, Jan. 31 (AP) — The as­ 
surance of Adolf Hitler that there 
would be no cause for war in his 
pursuit of che great nazi objective — 
return of war lost colonies — was 
viewed today by diplomats as the 
hope for peace in Europe. 
They were not sure, however, of 
the full meaning of the chancellor’s 
firm promise of aid to Italy if she 
were warred against in an ideo­ 
logical war and his declaration: 
"National socialist Germany and 
fascist Italy are strong enough to 
safeguard peace against everyone; 
and to end resolutely and success­ 
fully and conflict which irresponsible 
elements lightly start.” 
Charting the course of nazidom 
for 1939 in a two-hour and 17-minute 
speech before the reichstag Monday 
night, the chancellor declared his 
own belief in a ‘‘long peace.” 
He set increasing world trade, to 
include Latin American countries, as 
a pressing need to bolster German 
economy while the campaign for 
colonies is carried on, and advised 
the United States not to interfere. 
Devoting much of the address 
starting his seventh year in power 
to the economic need for Germany’s 
80.000,000 people, th e chancellor 
hinted that the colonial issue would 
be handled by negotiation. 
"Germany has no territorial de­ 
mands against England or France 
apart from that for the return of 
our colonies.” he said. 
"While the solution of this ques­ 
tion would contribute greatly to the 
pacification of the world, it is in no 
sense a problem which could cause 
a war.” 
He did not mention the Italian 
agitation for colonial concessions 
from France. 
But he insisted that Italian-Ger­ 
man friendship "can only serve the 
cause of peace if it is quite clearly 
understood that a war of rival ideo­ 
logies waged against the Italy of 
today will, once it is launched, and 
regardless of its motives, call Ger­ 
many to the side of her friend.” 
Hitler blamed Jews, Bolshevists, 
and unfriendly political and financial 
interests in other countries, includ­ 
ing the United States, for 
war 
propaganda. 
He criticized among 
others Secretary Ickes of the United 
States. 
He pledged Germany to pursue 
with increasing energy a place in 
world trade to meet the “uttermost 
need a nation can meet, namely, 
the need for its daily bread.”

Officer Killed 
Trying to Arrest 
W.P.A. Worker 


Washington, Pa., Jan. 31 (A P I- 
Two psychiatrists were summoned 
from Pittsburgh today to examine 
54-year-old Frank Palanzo, whom 
District Attorney James C. Bane 
said would be charged with the mur­ 
der of a state motor patrolman dur­ 
ing a four-hour siege of the man’s 
barricaded home. 
Corporal George D. Haughton, a 
state policeman since 1926, and de­ 
scribed by his superiors as a “splen­ 
did, outstanding” officer, was shot 
through the chest 
late 
Monday 
while pleading with Palanzo to open 
the door of his barricaded room and 
surrender on minor charges. 
Palanzo lived with the family of 
Mr. and Mrs. Patsy Christofero in 
Clarksville, 20 miles east of Pitts­ 
burgh. He was in his room on the 
second floor into which other officers 
had hurled tear gas. 
Corporal Haughton, on the third 
floor, started down the steps toward 
Palanzo’s room and other officers 
present said they heard Haughton 
plead: 
"Let’s talk it over. 
Don’t shoot." 
Tile shotgun blast followed and 
Haughton fell dead on the steps. 
Private Paul Rittleman, who with 
Private John Fair had tossed the 
tear gas, rushed into the house and 
carried out Naughton’s body. 
Rittleman then went to the roof 
of the house where he saw that 
Palanzo was getting air from a 
chimney. He tossed tear gas down 
tile chimney and Palanzo, a W.P.A. 
worker and foimer miner, surren­ 
dered. 


Automobile Inspection 
Period Ends Tonight 


Harrisburg, Jan. 31 
(AP)—The 
Department of Revenue said today 
there will be no extension of the of­ 
ficial period for inspecting automo­ 
biles, ending at midnight tonight. 
After that the state motor police 
will arrest motorists without the in­ 
spection stickers on their cars. 
Walter J. Kress, acting secretary 
of Revenue, said inspections lag 
about five per cent behind last year. 
Of 150,202 cars inspected, 4,512 
were rejected. 
About two-thirds of 
those passed required adjustments. 
Kress said 93 per cent had faulty 
steering gears and other defects 
were in brakes, headlights and re­ 
flectors.
